Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art record 
fails to teach or suggest the combination of elements in a centrifugal casting apparatus for 
casting metal products, comprising: isotropic graphite molds which have cavities; and horizontal 
runners for passing a melt there through under the action of centrifugal force radially outward 
into the cavities of the molds spinning along a circumference of a circle of rotation. Also, the 
prior art record fails to teach or suggest the use of combined elements in a centrifugal casting 
apparatus for casting metal products, comprising an isotropic graphite mold having a cavity; and 
means for rotating the mold, wherein the mold surface is coated with either hafnium carbide or 
tungsten or rhenium. Therefore, the claimed feature is allowable over the art of record.
